Alert Wall Street statisticians fig- 
ured that E A Crawford, who came 
again into the limelight as the result 
of his suspension from membership in 
the Chicago Board of Trade, had tak- 
(en as one of his most ambitious ven- 
jtures, a bold excursion into the egg 
market, says Eugene M Lokey. It was 
figured that if he carried as many 
fees in his accounts as he was re 
ported to have done he must have 
cornered a full year's output of some 
8,700,000 hens, According to the Wall 
Street reports, he was long, roughly, 
22,000 contracts, which represented 
3,168,000,000 eggs, possibly a dozen 
or more than that. If laid, or stacked, 
in the proper formation, they would 
match one of the pyramids in stature, 


or so the statisticians calculate. To 
,continue the fascinating story Mr 
‘Crawford had at his command the 
‘equivalent of twenty six eges, or 
thirteen breaktasts, for each of — the 


120,000,000 inhabitants of the United 
States. He did not keep all his eggs 
in one basket; but why bother about 
his heavy commitments in wheat and 
rye and cotton and securities? It is 
calculated that, if he has been sunk in 
the other markets, he can gather up 
his eggs, incubate them, and start the 
largest chicken farm in the world.
